Minutes of the November 7th, 1989 meeting of WPNS 


The 1989 Social Meeting was held at Louis Tambellini’s restaurant on Rt. 51 in the South Hills. President 
Armor Murdoch made opening remarks at 7:30 pm, and Ray Rennick delivered a prayer of thanks. Dick 
Buckley then led the group in a moment of silence in honor of the late Emerson Smith. 


After dinner, Larry Korchnak praised Ed Krivoniak for his efforts in arranging the evening. A round of 
applause followed. John Burns spoke briefly about the upcoming PAN Convention in Philadelphia. Armor 
Murdoch then displayed our ANA Award Plaques, for 75 Years of membership, and co-sponsoring the 
1989 ANA Convention. Vice-President Wayne Homren then introduced the speaker, Dr. James King, 
Director of The Carnegie Museum of Natural History. 


Dr. King first discussed the exhibit of coins displayed at the museum in conjunction with the ANA 
Convention. He expressed appreciation for our members’ assistance in creating "a professional exhibit 
well-accepted by the general public". One large cent collector liked the exhibit so much he wrote to the 
museum offering to buy two of the coins for a substantial sum, noting that the removal of these pieces 
"would not affect the exhibit in any way". A visiting official of the San Diego museum liked the exhibit 
enough to propose borrowing it for a temporary exhibition at his museum’s new Gem and Mineral gallery. 
Negotiations are still underway. 


Dr. King expressed a desire to mount similar (but smaller) exhibits in the future. Also, our "Coin 
Identification Day" was a success, and we may arrange to repeat that event in the future as well. 


Of interest to WPNS members was a story told to Dr. King by a Trustee of the Museum. In the 1930’s, a 
Sewickley church needed to raise funds to maintain their building. One boy went to see George Clapp, 
who was busily engaged in working on his coin collection. The boy pointed to one of the coins and 
asked, "could you donate this one for the church?" Clapp later sent the church a check for $1,000.00. 


The balance of Dr. King’s talk focused on current and future programs at the Museum. In the research 
area, The Carnegie is cataloging the caterpillars, butterflies, and birds of Taiwan, surveying areas of 
Africa where AIDS developed, and working with African governments to control rodents which consume 
much of the continent's grain harvest. 


At home, a $125 million capital project is rebuilding the infrastructure of the Museum’s massive main 
building. The white sandstone outer walls, which turned dark within 5 years of construction in 1895, are 
being cleaned and restored to their original appearance. The building will be floodlit at night. Air 
conditioning is being installed throughout the building, and a 400-car parking garage will be built. 


Egypt Hall will open in February, 1990, featuring an ancient funeral boat, one of only 2 outside of Egypt. 
A new high-security temporary exhibits gallery will be constructed, to hold short-term exhibits like the coin 
exhibit. A Native American Hall is slated for 1995. Dinosaur Hall will be renovated, and an indoor 
Tropical Rain Forest exhibit will be built. 


After the talk, Dr. King fielded several questions from the audience. Frances Erb entertained the group 
with the story of how she organized a fund-raising effort to purchase a gorrilla for the Pittsburgh Zoo, 


which is now stuffed and on exhibit at the museum.

To All Coin Clubs that are members of PAN - SALES TAX STATUS REPORT. 


The House Finance Committee again passed a bill exempting rare coin 
and bullion, but with a different number (House Bill #287). This 
time’ around, the bill was sponsored by both the Republicans and the 
Democrats. A bill identical to the House bill was introduced and 
passed by the Senate Finance Committee (Senate Bill #1008). Both of 
these bills are now in the respective Appropriations Committees. 
Unfortunately, there they will stay unless the dealers, investors and 
collectors of Pennsylvania act and contact the legislators in 
Harrisburg. This is the reason for this letter, to urge you and your 
club, members to phone or write to your legislators. 


The members of your club are probably no different than the members 
Of: our = ieedl coin cinb, They don't appreciate writing letters. 
Perhaps some of the suggestions in the inclosed booklet, assembled by 
ICTA, may be of considerable help. Different kinds of letters are 
suggested along with guidelines on making phone calls, letter writing 
and common courtesies. The most important item is to write, to write 
immediately. If we wait, a critical vote may occure. For it is 
easier to influence a legislator while he is forming his opinion than 
it is after they have made up their mind. If your members are not 
willing to cooperate by writing letters, then perhaps, a less 
effective means can be used: a petition. The president or secretary 
of your club can compose a short letter,expressing the thinking of 
your club, then have the members sign it along with their respective 
address. Please remember, all correspondence with the PA legislature 
is confidential and treated accordingly. 


The booklet suggests a sizable number of legislators that should be 
contacted. A letter to the respective Appropriation Committee 
Chairman is a must. Followed by your local legislators. The Minority 
CHAS TMED Speaker of the House and President Pro Tem of the Senate. 


What. Can we expect if the sales tax is not repealed? The changes to 
our numismatic life style will be subtle. Most of the large PA 
dealers will start to reduce their work force, and either go out of 
business or leave the numismatic arena entirely, because of loss of 
sales (Ohio and New York have recently repealed the sales tax on 
numismatic material). It will be difficult to acquire a sufficient 
number of dealers to underwrite the cost of our coin shows because 
they will refuse to come to Pennsylvania, because of the tax (this is 
already beginning to happen). 


Please let your voice be heard. The legislators have told us that 
unless the collectors and dealers in Pennsylvania want this bill 
passed, it will die. Don't allow this to happen. We ask for your 


cooperation, the future of the hobby in Pennsylvania is in your 
hands.

Q. WHAT IS ICTA? 


A. The Industry Council for Tangible Assets (ICTA for short) is a national 
trade association that represents the rare coins and precious metals 
industry. The Pennsylvania Chapter of ICTA was founded in September 
of 1988 to focus on rare coins and precious metals as they relate to 


the State of Pennsylvania specifically. Right now, the top priority 
of the Pennsylvania State Chapter of ICTA is to exempt rare coins 
and precious metals from Pennsylvania State Sales Tax. 

Q. WHY SHOULD SALES ON RARE COINS AND PRECIOUS METALS BE EXEMPT? 


A. In the past, rare coins and precious metals were primarily purchased for 
hobby and recreational purposes. Taxation on these purchases was under- 
standable. Today, however, the vast majority of rare coins and precious 
metals are purchased by individuals who plan on selling their purchases 
for a profit in the future. Investors want to place rare coins and/or 
precious metals in their portfolios - along with their stocks, bonds, 
real estate holdings, savings accounts, and Certificates of Deposit - 
to diversify their assets. 

The rare coin industry has responded to the needs of these hard asset 
investors and it has become extremely sophisticated in recent years. 

The majority of coins that are sold today are certified and many of 

them trade sight-unseen on a satellite network known as The American 
Numismatic Exchange. Many Certified Public Accounts, Financial Planners, 
and banks are recommending rare coins and precious metals to their 
clients. Recently, major brokerage houses (such as Kidder, Peabody 

and Shearson Lehman) have entered the marketplace and they, too, are 

now selling rare coins to their clients through such vehicles as 

Limited Partnerships and/or direct sales to their clients. 


Pennsylvania could be part of this growth industry if the State Sales 
Tax was repealed. 


Fifteen (15) states so far have passed legislation (in one form or 
another) to exempt rare coins and/or precious metals from state sales 
tax. Five (5) states have no sales tax at all which brings the total 
number of states that don't tax rare coins and precious metals up to 
twenty (20). Numerous states have legislation pending. Obviously, as 
things stand now, Pennsylvania can not effectively compete with these 
other states. 


Q. WHAT IS BEING DONE TO EXEMPT RARE COINS AND PRECIOUS METALS FROM 
PENNSYLVANIA STATE SALES TAX? 


A. Two bills have been introduced into the Pennsylvania State Legislature. 
They are House Bill #287 and Senate Bill #1008. Right now, both of 
these bills are in Appropriations. Thanks to generous donations from 
several rare coin companies in Pennsylvania, the Pennsylvania Chapter 
of ICTA has hired a lobbying firm to advise and assist us in helping 


to pass this legislation. So far, the progress on these two bills e 
has been positive. But the legislative process is complex and we 
still have a long way to go before this legislation could become law.

Q. I AGREE THAT RARE COINS AND PRECIOUS METALS SHOULD BE EXCLUDED FROM 
PENNSYLVANIA STATE SALES TAX. WHAT CAN I DO TO HELP? 


A. There are three ways that you can help right now: 


A. LET YOUR VOICE BE HEARD! The legislators have told us that unless the 
people of Pennsylvania want this law passed, it will die. Please 
don't let that happen! Do what you can! Contact your elected 
officials and let them know that you support this legislation. 
When contacting the House, please refer to House Bill #287. When 
contacting the Senate, please refer to Senate Bill #1008. The 
most important legislators to contact right now are Members of 
the Senate Appropriations Committee. Their names and addresses 
are listed in the last section of this booklet. During the month 
of August, you can visit, write, or call them at their district 
addresses. In September, when the legislature is back in session, 
it is probably best to contact them at their capitol addresses. 
The back section of this booklet contains instructions on how to 
write and call your legislators. You'll also find sample letters 
to give you some ideas and examples. Please don't use these 
exact letters, however, since form letters are not as effective 
as personal letters. If after reading this material, you are 
still uncertain as to who you should be contacting, or if you need 
any other assistance, please feel free to call our office at 
(215)-328-5597. We'll be glad to answer your questions. 


ADD YOUR NAME TO THE PENNSYLVANIA CHAPTER OF ICTA MAILING LIST. 

We need to let you know how you can help us out in the upcoming 
months. There is a certain sequence to our campaign and we 

would like to keep you informed of our progress. Perhaps additional 
letter writing campaigns will be necessary. Please be assured

solely by ICTA.

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HOW TO WRITE A LETTER TO YOUR LEGISLATOR

Writing to your legislator is an important way to communicate your views to him/her 
on the sales tax issue. Here are a few simple and logical steps to follow for your 
letter to have the maximum impact on your legislator. 


* Write on stationery which identifies you - be it personal, organization 
or business stationery. If you represent a group, Say so and indicate 
how many members you represent. 


* When possible, type your letter. Hard-to-read letters get less attention. 


* Put your address on the letter. Many offices throw away envelopes or 
they are lost. 


* Use your own words. Do not try to sound like a lawyer or copy someone 
else's arguments. NEVER USE A FORM LETTER. Staff will recognize "canned" 
language and the effectiveness of your letter will be sharply reduced. 


* Stick to one issue. Cover your singlemost important issue thoroughly 
and save the others for separate communications. 


* Personalize the issue. It is very important to explain how the issue 
and the legislator's position will impact you, your business, and 


your community - his constituents. 


* Be brief. State your case in a one page letter. 


* Clearly identify the legislation you are writing about by including 
it’s name and, if possible, the bill number. This will help the 


legislator pinpoint your interest and concentrate on your arguments. 
It will also indicate the seriousness of your interest. 


* Know your facts. Your legislator and his staff have easy access to 
the information. 1f your statements are inaccurate, your opinion 


will often be ignored. 


* Be polite and positive. Abusive or threatening language will only 
harm your cause. If you oppose a legislator's view, explain why. 
You will get much further by being positive. 


* Ask for a reply stating your legislator's position on the issue. 


* Write immediately. If you wait, critical votes may occur. It is 
easier to influence a legislator while he is forming his opinion 
than it is after he/she has made up his/her mind on the issue. For 
your letter to be effective, it must reach the legislator before he 
or she has taken a position. 


= A mailgram or telegram is not as effective as a personal letter but does allow 
you and others on your side of the issue to be heard before a crucial vote occurs. 


HOW TO CALL YOUR LEGISLATOR 


INDUSTRY COUNCIL FOR TANGIBLE ASSETS 
PENNSYLVANIA STATE CHAPTER * 


Calling your legislator is important because it shows that you care enough about 
an issue to personally take the time to call. 


A call will be most effective immediately before a committee hearing or a floor 
vote. If you call at this time, your thoughts will be fresh in the legislator's 
mind. 


On the state level, telephone calls are of critical importance. Because very 
few people ever sit down to call their state legislator, your call will have 
even greater impact than it would on the federal level where legislator's 
offices are flooded with calls and correspondence. 


You should not feel intimated calling your legislator. His job is to represent 
you and he needs to hear your views in order to do so. Here are a few simple 
guidelines to make the task less imposing and more effective. 


x Write your thoughts down before you call. Be concise. Your call 


should take no more than two to three minutes. 


* Identify yourself as a constituent of the legislator. Give your 
name and the name of your town. If you represent a group, Say 
so and indicate how many members you represent. & 


* Ask to speak directly to the legislator. 


* Leave a message if the legislator cannot take your call. The message 
Should include your name, title if applicable, address and your 
opinion on the legislation. When possible, leave the bill number 
of the legislation you are calling about. Ask the staff person 
to repeat your message to be sure they understand your position. 


* If the legislator takes your call, be polite and concise in conveying 
your opinion on the issue. 


* Ask the legislator directly if he will vote for/against your position. 
If he indicates that he will vote with you, ask him to confirm his 


position in writing. If he is very enthusiastic about the exemption, 
ask him if he will help gather support and push the bill through. 


* Regardless of whether the legislator agrees with your position or 
not, politely thank him for taking your call and ask him to keep 
you informed about any developments on the issue. 


* Be sure to follow up with a thank you note to the legislator expressing 
your appreciation for this time and insight. Use this opportunity 


to briefly restate your position on the issue.

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AN INTRODUCTION TO BYZANTIUM 
by Pat McBride 


The Byzantine Empire spanned approximatdy a millennium. The 
beginning depends on what reference source is used. The late Roman 
Empire period of the 3rd century is where this paper will start. 


The first misconception is the term Byzantine itself. The 
Byzantines considered themselves Roman citizens and part of the Roman 
Empire. Sometimes it is refered to as the East Roman Empire. The name 
Byzantine was not used until the 16th century which was about 150 years 
after the fall of the empire to the Ottoman Turks in 1453 A.D. I would 
think that, if given the opportunity to stand before Constantine the 
Great, one would not be inclined to tell him that he was not a Roman 
unless one had a suicide wish. 


The Roman Empire of the late 3rd and early 4th centuries was a time 
of great turmoil. When Diocletion became sole emperor in 285 A.D. the 
empire was still whole although the threat of barbarian invasion was 
ever present. He ruled with unquestioned authority. Diocletion reformed 
many areas of Government that included increasing the size of the army 
and introducing a more stable gold and silver currency, 


Religious persecution of the Christians was tremendous’ under 
Diocletion's rule. It became so terrible that certain Christian 
religions use the time of persecution in 303 A.D. as the basis of their 
calendar year as oppo. sed to the birth of Christ. With his belief in 
the divinity of Imperial Rule and the worship of state gods the conflict 
with the Christians, who by now consisted of one sixth of the total 
Roman population, was inevitable. Diocletion's edicts called for the 
distruction of Christian churches and books, clergy be imprisoned and be 
forced to sacrifice to state gods, and all persons were to make 
customary sacrifices on pain of death. With this in mind, what 
transpires over the next 22 years is quite remarkable and is a key 
turning point that would effect the entire world today. 


Trusting important military operations to a rival was considered a 
risk and since Diocletion had no male heir he took Maximian into his 
confidence and eventually made him Augustus. In 293 A.D. the need to 
eliminate military rivalry arose by appointing Galerius and Constantius, 
the father of Constantine the Great, as Ceasars and the plan was at the 
right time the two Augusti would retire and the two caesars would rule 
and appoint two new Caesars to take their places. This Tetrarchy, as it 
was called, was sealed with marriage: fF the daughters of Diocletion and 
Maximimian. The provinces were osaped into new districts called 
dioceses with each member of the Tetrarchy to control his own areas. 


Diocletion after many years of civil service abdicated and chose to 
retire in a magnificent palace near Salona. And because of his dominate 
charactor, he forced Maximian to do the same. This opened the flood 
gate for all that wanted to be emperor. 


The death of Constantius in Britian in 306 A.D. lead his army to 
claim his 26 year old son Constantine as Augustus. This did not sit 
well with the others that were striving for power. There were many 
alliances made and broken during this time. The most significant battle 
occured in 312 A.D. as Constantine and his army moved towards Italy. At 


a place called Milvian bridge that crosses the Tiber, Constantine had a 
vision from the Christian God and instructed his soldiers to enscribe 
the Greek letters chi and rho on their sheilds which were the first two 
letters of the Greek word Christos, meaning Christ. He also ordered the 
Christogram on the labarum to be carried into battle against Maxentius. 


With the death of Maxentius, Congtantine controlled not only Britain 
and Gaul but swept through Italy with a triumphal entry into Rome and 
gained control of Spain and North Africa as well. By 324 A.D. he 
defeated Licinius in Asia Minor to gain control of the eastern part of 
the Roman Empire and claim the title of sole emperor. 


An extraordinary event occured in 325 A.D. Constantine called a 
meeting an a place named Nicea which is in modern day Turkey. It would 
seem natural to be a meeting of his generals to lay the groundwork of 
how he would rule this vast empire, but instead he summoned all of the 


Christian Bishops. They came from all parts of the empire with their 
differences of language, rank, and wealth to this place where Imperial 
Christianity was born. Variations of the Nicene Creed is still the 


basis of the Christian church today. It is safe to assume that all the 
Christian Churches today can trace representation to this place and 
time. Constantine did away with the Roman belief that the emperor was 
an Imperial god and reassured those present at Nicea that the belief of 
the Trinity (the Father, Son and Holy Ghost) as a mysterious power in 
heaven is the belief of the State, and that he was the human ruler on 
earth as servant and mediator. This concept allowed him to rule without 
competing with God and would only have to be concerned with human 
compftition. This action had a sort of reverse effect with the 
population. He was viewed more so as a colossal ruler, with statues and 
monuments to this effect, than the past emperors that claimed to be 
gods. From his actions we can assume that he was a bit of a Christian 
along with being quite a Politician. 


Constantine's next project was the rebuilding of the ancient Greek 
city of Byzantium, located strategicly between the Bosporus and the Sea 
of Marmora, as the new Christian city or a Rome of the East. In his 
modesty, he named this new city Constantonople. New buildings were 
hurriedly constructed and ancient relics plundered by Constantine's 
campaigns were incorporated into the city. Constantine had a love of 
these artifacts but his favorite of most holy relics was Palestine. In 
Bethleham he built the Church of the Nativity over the birthplace of 
Christ. In Jeruselum he built the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, the 
most holy of Christian places constructed over the crucifixion and 
burial place of Christ. 


These beginnings of statewide Christianity are mentioned because of 
their .importance in the designs of the Byzantine coinage especially in 
the gold issues of the late 7th century of Justinian II. The standard 
gold coin was the solidus that was introduced by Constantine the Great. 
It was approximatly 4.5 grams and took 72 to make a Roman pound which 
made it lighter than the aureus that was 1/60th of a Roman pound. A 
gage for value would be one months wages for the Byzantine soldier was 
one to one and a half solidi per month. The early solidus from 310 A.D. 
to the middle of the 5th century generally had a sideview of the 
emperor's bust with a victory design on the reverse. This was typically 
Roman in style. The Byzantine style shows facing busts with the the 
victory motif on the reverse and later the cross on the steps design. 


The solidi minted in Constanople were of the purest standard and weighed 
24 siliquae or keratia (carets) that is the term used today to identify 
fineness. The word CONOB on the reverse of the solidus is more a mark 
of purity than an indication of the Constantonople mint. The major 
fractional denominations are the 1/2 or semissis and the 1/3 or 
tremissis. 


The solidus was the benchmark coin for trade in the ancient world 
and Constantonople was the trading center of that world. Its population 
was near one million. Trade routes extended in all directions. Tariffs 
from the goods that passed through the city made the Empire enormously 
wealthy. Constantanople was very much vibrant and alive with activity. 
A walk to a shop to make a purchase would entail an arguement over price 
and after that was resolved an arguement over religion and the dtvine 
nature of Christ. Where Rome was in a decline and citys in the west 
were abandoned the East was’ thriving. Tourists, dignitarys, and 
ambassadors were awestruck and marveled in disbelief at the wealth and 
vitality. 


The emperor Justinian I continued to build and revise the city. The 
church of Santa Sophia is an architecual masterpiece. In difference to 
the Roman buildings, that were built with more repetitivly. If Rome 
needed a building it was time to bash some slaves dig out the plans and 
go to it. In contrast were the craftsman of Byzantium that worked with 
painstaking detail to be sure that it was pleasing to the eyes of God. 
The dome of Justinian's church was of massive size and designed on 
pendentive arches that defy previous architecual skills. The walls, 
floor, and ceilings are decorated ornately with superb detail. It was 
built over a five year period by the labor of ten thousand men. The 
dome is one hundred seventy nine feet above the floor, one hundred seven 
feet in diameter, and forty six feet deep. The architects were so 
confident in the design that they place forty windows at the base. This 
gave it the appearence of being suspended in mid air. 


The palace of the emperor was built with great splendor that 
included silver and ivory doors, embroidered tapestries, purple curtains 
on rods of silver, golden lamps hanging from the domes, and precious 
furniture incrusted with mother of pearl, ivory, and gold. Court life 
of the emperors was dictated by a strict ceremonial codes. The clothing 
that was worn by the emperors bore much symbolism and meaning. This is 
quite evident in the coinage that was produced and is used as part of 
the atribution process. The placement of the emperor on the coins was 
also significant. Examples are when there is a joint rule the dominant 
ruler was at the right side of the other and was shown with a longer 
beard and more ornate garb. The obverse position in later centuries was 
given to Christ while the emperor was the servant on the reverse. 


Those that came before the emperor had their arms held as they 
approached and ceremoniously fell to the floor when they reached the 
throne. The emperors gave commands through simple, brief, and 
established formulas. When he handed gifts the recipients put their 
hands under their cloaks so as not to have any physical contact with the 
hands of the emperor. The Byzantine belief was that the the emperor, as 
a servant of the Christian God, had legal authority to rule in favor of 
the good of all his subjects and not be governed by his own passions to 
benefit himself. If an emperor diviated from this idea then revolution 
was the only recourse against imperial tyranny. There were plenty of 


revolutions to assure that this concept was fulfilled. Some power 
transfers were carried out quite brutzlly. The passing of power from 
father to son was not always the case». The heir had to have public 
support. Reaching the top may be desirable but consider that few 
emperors died of natural causes.

Education and learning were an intregal part of the Byzantine state. 
With the decline of the west (Rome,vand the cities of Europe) all the 
knowledge of the ancient world was stored in the east. The great works 
of the Greek classics of science, literature, and philosophy were 
carefully copied and recopied by hand and preserved. The teacher played 
a prominent role in Byzantine life. Books circuated widely amoung the 
Byzantines. The emperors were often very scholdrly. The survival today 
of the works of Plato, Aritotle, Homer, and Sophocles are only possible 
because of the care of Byzantium. Justinian's revisions of Roman law to 
make it applicable to all men wether Latin or Greek lays some of the 
most significant groundwork that was used in Europe and which we still 
follow today. The empires constant battles with barbaric tribes affects 
our own heritage as a nation. With Byzantium as a buffer, the multitudes 
of Persian cultures were never able to push westward and on through 
Europe. Our Western civlization today would have had a very meager 
cultural inheritance had it not been for the this Eastern Empire. 


The armies of Byzantium were of the best trained and most well 
equipped of the world. One thousand years of survival is proof of this. 
But it was not always a battle or war that resolved a dispute. The 
emperors were well aware of the cost and depletion that military 
campaigns burdened the government. Often times a tribute of gold was 
paid and was something that they had plenty of. Allowing foreigners to 
take active rolls in society and its benefits also contributed towards 
preserving the peace. All options were used for the good of the empire 
as awhole. This is not to say as warriors they were weak. If it was 
war you wanted then they were quite inclined to oblige. The Byzantine 
army's sucesses were evident in its ability to adapt to the 
circumstances at hand. They were very eager to learn from their 
different enemies. Often times the emperor would lead and command 
himself. This would elevate his position in the eyes of the military 
and stenghthened his position even more as a dominate ruler. 


The Byzantine navy ruled the Mediterranean. The greatest secret 
weapon of the Middle Ages was a device known as Greek fire. Mounted on 
the bow of their ships was a gilded lions head that through the use of 
siphons squirted a chemical compound of fire onto the enemy ships. To 
make matters worse it burned on water and was extremely difficult to 
extinguish. Its effects were devastating and earned quite a reputation 
amoung would be attackers. 


Diplomacy was also ae tool. Byzantium was very tolerant of the 
barbaric cultures and often allowed them to share in the fruits of the 
-Byzantine culture. This was quite effective in keeping them at bay. 


They were also very good at working one enemy against another if the end 
result would be beneficial to the state. 


The relationship between the eastern and western parts of the empire 
were not the best. When the emperors took residence in Constantonople, 
Rome's importance began to wane. Conflicts between citizens that would 
normally be brought before the emperor's court were now placed in the 


lap of the pope of Rome, since he was the highest remaining official. 
This of course elevated the pope's authority to greater heights and 
would appear to be an advantage but as time passed it the extra duties 
became more burdensom and allowed less time for religious devotion. To 
make matters worse was’ the threat of the Vandel barbarians and other 
Germanic tribes ivading Italy. The tension between the popes and 
emperors were always present. Some of the touchy points were the 
iconoclast movement of the emperors starting in the early 8th century. 
The emperors felt that there was to much emphasis on sculpted and 
painted images and removed likenesses of Christ from the coinage. It is 
believed that this belief was carried out more to pacify the military 
rather than a strict beleif in the Old Testament against idol worship as 
the emperors would have the people beleive. The popes felt that these 
images were beneficial and educational. The emperors eventually 
restored these images. There were also conflicts as to who was going to 
convert the Bulgarians. This led to another political quarrel. The 
Papacy also did not put much confidence in the east to defend Italy 
against the Lombards and the Muslims and eventually turned to 
Charlemagne in 800 A.D. The final schism was an arguement over the 
nature of the Trinity along with the on going dispute over papal or 
patiarchial jurisdiction over southern Italy. The emporer had taken 
this away along with the monetary gifts that Rome had received over the 
years as a punishment over the Iconoclast issue. When the Normans began 
to invade southern Italy they returned jurisdiction to Rome which didn't 
make the the patriarch of Constantonople to glad. The Trinity 
disagreement came to a peak in 1054 A.D. when the pope's most unbending 
cardinal Humbert was sent to Constantonople for talks that ended in a 
mutual excommunication that was only lifted in 1965. 


Mint records of the period are nonexistant. No dies have survived. 
Therefore most of what is known comes from the coinage itself. The die 
axis is the same as that of the U.S. Mint. The copper coinage of many 
emporers was struck crudely on flans of various sizes especially in the 
middle years of the empire when inflation increased and lower 
denominations were no longer needed. The folles was then produced in 
different sizes but retained the denomination as such. The copper was 
not intrinsic and considered a token coinage backed by the government. 
Diameters range from under 18mm. to 40mm. with frequent over strikes. 
The demand for coinage was tremendous especially with the change of 
emperors. The gold was treated quite differently. It retained its value 
through most of the empire and was for the most part consistent in size, 
shape, and fineness. The coinage was hammered by over a dozen mints 
throughout the empire during its peeks. The inscriptions began in Latin 
to combinations of Latin and Greek and eventully to all Greek a the end 
of the empire. Artistic style varied from beautiful to blundered. 
Officina numbers were used to determine what mint division produced the 
coinage. Dates were shown through regnal or indiction years. Debasement 
of the gold coinage began in the llth century. 


The demise of the the Byzantine Empire was at the hand of the Ottoman 
Turks when the great wallgnof the city of Constantonople were finally 
penetrated by masses of invaders that had laid seige before. On May 23, 
1453 A.D. historical genecide was committed to a majority of the 
magnificent books of learningc that were preserved through the centuries 
to be placed in piles and burned. The loss of unknown works of the 
great classics of ancient Greece and Rome, the loss of the original 
manuscripts of the Old and New Testaments that recorded the very 
beginnings of humanity and to the time of Christ and beyond were forever 
denied to the scholars who followed.

AKAKIA (éxaxla), ANEXIKAKIA 
(avetixaxla). 

A bag of purple silk (Biattiov) tied in 
the centre with a white handkerchief 
(uavdrjAov) and containing dust as a sym- 
bol of mortality. It looks on coins very 
like a parchment roll and is sometimes 
referred to as such (volumen). It is not 
always easy to distinguish it from the less 
stiff mappa and the change from mappa to 
akakia comes at the end of the seventh 
century after the termination of the con- 
sulate. 


CHI-RHO SYMBOL 

The first two letters in Greek of Xovotdc 
(the Anointed One), formed into the mono- 
gram # which Constantine saw in his 
dream and made part of the labarum. The 
monogram is, however, known in pre- 
Christian times. Sometimes referred to as 
a ‘ chrismon’ or ‘ christogram ’. 


CHLAMYS (yAaptc). 

A long purple cloak, the assumption of 
which was a key part of the imperial coro- 
nation ceremony: generally fastened on the 
wearer’s right shoulder with a fibula and 
adorned with tablia. It was a civil garment 


LABARUM (AdBagov). 

Originally a Roman military standard to 
which Constantine added the Chi-Rho 
symbol, as seen by him before the battle of 
the Milvian Bridge. This was also assoc- 
iated with the words seen by Constantine 
‘Conquer, by this sign’ (év tovrw xd) 
as on the early folles of Constans II. 
Usually it is on a long shaft but sometimes 
it forms the head of a sceptre. 


ROBES AND REGALIA 


symbolizing the emperor’s political autho- 
rity to rule the world in the place of Jesus 
and to be worshipped. When the emperor 
blessed the people, he did so, according to 
Constantine VII, with the edge of his 
chlamys not, as one might have expected, 


with his hand. 


COLOBION (xoddfior). 
A sleeveless outer tunic. 


DIADEM (é:dénua). 

A piece of material, pearl-edged with a 
central jewel and others disposed around it, 
tied at the back of the head: the ties are 


often shown fluttering or hanging down 
behind the head. 


LOROS (Ado). 

A consular robe originally called a toga 
picta or trabea triumphalis from its coloured 
edge. Eventually it was narrowed down to 
a long scarf richly embroidered on both 
sides (i.e. only the edge remained). It sym- 
bolized the winding sheet of Jesus and, in 
its brilliant decoration, his resurrection. 
From being consular it became associated 
with the emperor’s religious authority. 


MAPPA (pdx). - 

The linen handkerchief dropped by a con- 
sul to signify the beginning of the games. 
Difficult to distinguish from the later a!:>kia 
except in being less stiff and straight-siced. 
The handkerchief binding the akakia in the 
middle may be a survival of the consular 
mappa. 


ORB or GLOBUS CRUCIGER (ogaipa). 
Originally an orb or globus alone, which 
represented the world. The cross was 
added to the orb held by Constantinopolis 
on solidi of Theodosius II. Justinian I 
was the first emperor to be shown holding 
it. Symbolic of the emperor’s authority 
overt the whole world as the representative 
of Jesus who held sway over it or would 
eventually do so. Grierson, surveying the 
evidence, thinks it was not a piece of 
regalia but merely symbolic. 


PALUDAMENTUM (axadvéapévtor). 

A plain, long, purple coloured military 
cloak which the emperor normally wears 
prior to the reign of Heraclius who adopted 
the civil chlamys. Generally worn over a 
cuirass as is obvious when Maurice intro- 
duced the type showing the paludamentum 
thrown back over his left shoulder. Fas- 
tened on the wearer’s right by a fibuh. 


PATRIARCHAL CROSS 

A normal western or ‘Latin’ cross + with 
a shorter transverse limb added above the 
existing one +. 


PENDILIA, PREPENDOVLIA 

The invented shortened form is generally 
used and sometimes the term kataseista 
(xatacetd). These ‘hanging pieces’, fal- 
ling over the ears could be attached to the 
diadem or crown differentiating it clearly 
from the helmet as, for instance, under 
Justinian I. They fell out of use under 
Heraclius for some 300 years, except for 
empresses.

| understand that at their last meeting the Board of Governors voted to change the size and format of 
The Numismatist. | am writing to strongly protest this move. Our organization’s flagship publication 
has just undergone a major transformation. This change was planned and supported by many people 
in the organization, and the results are very pleasing. To make another major change at this time 
would be a very damaging move. 


While | understand that a possible gain in advertising revenue might result from a change to a large 
magazine format, | do not believe that any such gains could ever offset our organization’s losses in 
other areas. There is much value in continuity, and the 100-year old legacy represented by The 
Numismatist must be handled very delicately. 


Simply put, here’s why: regardless of content, a magazine is just a magazine. Magazines won't stand 
up on a shelf. Journals do. If you don’t think that’s important, consider this: To be seen and treated 
as a Journal, a publication must LOOK and FEEL like a Journal. If The Numismatist were changed to 
look like a magazine, it would slowly but surely be seen as “only" another magazine. 


The most recent transformation increased its size and adjusted its internal layout. But one vital aspect 
was not changed: The Numismatist is still, and must always continue to be, a Journal. It is the journal 
of record for our organization. Accordingly, it is treated with respect, and a bound set of The 
Numismatist is the highlight of many numismatic libraries. 


The Numismatist is the most visible link to the ANA’s membership. If the image of that publication 
changes, the image of the organization will surely change as well. A change to a magazine format will 
greatly cheapen the image of The Numismatist and can only lead to a cheapened image of the ANA. 


| feel very strongly that that this proposed change should NOT be implemented, and | know that many 
of my fellow members feel the same way. I’m sending copies of this letter to each member of the 
present board, and to each candidate currently running for office. | hope the board will reconsider its 
motion, and realize that often the best course of action is to do nothing at all.

The 
modern Pittsburgh skyline rises from 
the wooded setting of Washington’s 
time. : 

The reverse of the medal shows the 
confluence of the rivers with initials of 
the three sponsoring organizations— 


Pennsylvania Association of Numisma- 
tists, Pittsburgh Numismatic Society 
and Western Pennsylvania Numismatic 
Society. 

ANA Convention Director Ruthann 
Brettell said, ‘‘There will be a big 
demand for this limited-edition medal, 
particularly among Washingtonia col- 
lectors.” 

Mintage of the 1.25-inch silver and 
bronze versions of the medal will be lim- 
ited to 250. Limited minting of the 2.25- 
inch bronze version of the medal will be 
150. In addition, 1,100 convention 
badges bearing the same design will be 
produced.
